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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group III (claims 21-22) in the reply filed 
on 15 June 2009 is acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claim 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Shishido (US 4,577,865). 

4. Regarding claim 21 ; Shishido discloses an electronically detectable ball usable 
for a ball game, (abstract), comprising: a bladder, (col. 4:14-19); 

an external covering enclosing said bladder, (col. 4:14-19); 
a detectable electronic sensor adapted to be detected by detecting means, (col. 
4:49-54); and 

wherein said detectable electronic sensor is embedded in the wall of said 
bladder, (col. 5:66-6:1) molded integrally meaning embedded. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness or 
nonobviousness. 

7. Claim 22 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Shishido (US 4,577,865) in view of King, JR (US 2003/0054905 A1). 

8. Regarding claim 22; Shishido discloses as applied above all the limitations of 
claim 21 from which claim 22 depends, and further discloses a pressure sensor means, 
placed within the ball, for detecting the moment when a player kicks the ball, (col. 4:49- 
54). Shishido is silent to methods of detecting the crossing of a goal line, yet King, JR 
discloses whereby the occurrence of a goal is capable of being confirmed when the ball 
has been detected to have completely crossed a goal line, (Fig. 15, If [0045] and claim 
2), and the combination of pressure sensor of Shishido and the location sensor of King, 
JR would also disclose the detection of a goal in combination with a signal from the 
pressure sensor means for detecting the moment when a player kicks the ball. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
applicant's invention to modify King JR and add the pressure sensor of Shishido to mark 
the exact moment of a kick during a game. Whether it is football or soccer at the time 
the clock runs out if a ball is kicked before the time ran out it will continue in play till it 
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lands, making important to both games to have sensors that can account accurately the 
moment the kick was performed.

W.L. Gore & associates, Inc. v. Garlock, 
Inc., 721 F.2d 1540, 220 USPQ 303 (Fed. Cir. 1983), cert, denied, 469 U.S. 851 (1984). 
However, "the prior art's mere disclosure of more than one alternative does not 
constitute a teaching away from any of these alternatives because such disclosure does 
not criticize, discredit, or otherwise discourage the solution claimed .... "In re Fulton, 391 
F.3d 1 1 95, 1 201 ,73 USPQ2d 1 1 41 , 1 1 46 (Fed. Cir. 2004).
